THE EXECUTIVE AND HIS DIRECTORS 


The day past rapidly passing when the Board 
Directors hired super-clerk carry out their direc- 
tions philanthropic undertakings that belonged 
them. have now and then met with organizations 
whose executives wait patiently outside the Board 
room door the chance that the Board, meeting 
within, may wish ask them question two before 
putting final shape instructions for their future con- 
duct. But these relics are happily more and more in- 
frequent. The executive chosen should good enough 
attend all ordinary meetings the Board, and the 
modern executive, although not member the Board, 
generally present these meetings and takes his part 
all deliberations. 

gradual change from the proprietary toward the 
community point view the part the Directors 
and contributors has probably helped bring the execu- 
tive and his directors into closer co-operative relations 
the way Mr. Stockton Raymond describes “The 
Executive and His Directors,” Section the April 
7th “Better Times.” Starting with the assumption 
that the Directors being legally responsible for the work 
should control it, Mr. Raymond immediately adds this 
modern comment: the executive who merely 
carries out orders fails his duty leadership, and the 
director who does not participate the activities the 
agency often finds himself unable intelligently direct 
its work.” The matter thus becomes more sharing 
responsibilities and activities than observance 
proper spheres authority. suspect that today 
many organizations, especially those which the execu- 


tive really leads, more concerned secure this 
active sharing the burdens than safeguard 
assert the authority his position. Mr. Raymond 
likens the Board the legislative branch and the 
executive and staff the executive branch joint 
enterprise, with responsibilities definitely fixed. Con- 
sequently, “interplay between the legislative and the 
executive functions, tending develop the effective- 
ness each, the best possible guarantee 
Directors who are close the work participation 
are invaluable aid the executive formulates 
plans just as, the other hand, responsible members 
the staff are the best interpreters the needs the 
clients served. Fortunate indeed the organiza- 
tion which, Mr. Raymond’s words, the executive 
can freely both (groups) before presenting im- 
portant questions the Directors, and when decision 
reached will have the help both (groups) inter- 
preting Such common consultation informal 
way definitely operates bridge any gap there may 
between the controlling body and the staff, and 
eliminate undue assumption command the part 
Directors, which likely answered less en- 
thusiastic work the part the staff.

neglect finances, whether support comes from Chest 
from the organization’s own group contributors. 
allows himself relieved all participation 
the financial plans, program and activities his 
organization, may find that plans carefully developed 
other committees may scrapped because the 
Finance Committee says funds are not available 
carry them out.”

CURB CHILD MARRIAGES 


The New York State Commission Examine Laws 
Relating Child Welfare considering urging two 
Bills designed prevent too youthful and too hasty 
marriages, which are now possible under the present laws. 

The first “Child Marriage which forbids 
the issue marriage license child under sixteen 
years age, except special court order. The 
second known the “Hasty Marriage which 
provides that marriage license may not issued until 
five days after application has been filed. New York 
has legal minimum age limit which girl may 
marry, and children may married that State 
any age their parents consent. 

According the United States census 1920 
throughout the country 5,554 girls married that year 
were under the age fifteen, were already divorced, 
and 269 were widows. 

There are those who claim that when parents give 
consent the State should not interfere, but alto- 
gether too well known that many parents not know 
what for the best interests their children, and the 
State itself has large stake. The parents are often 
blind the dangers child marriage they are 
the injury child labor. 

Seventeen states now have laws against the marriage 
girls under 16, more have lower age limit 15, 
states and the District Columbia have the line 
14; while Kentucky, Louisiana and Virginia give 
minimum age law for marriage. rule the 
minimum age for the males two years higher. The 
following eleven states have statutes the age 
when girl may legally marry: Colorado, Florida, 
Idaho, Maine, Maryland, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and Tennessee. 

The Bill slow marriages equal importance. 
line with long established rule the Roman 
Catholic church, which requires the publication 
banns. States where has been tried has proved 
very advantageous the prevention impulsive and 
ill-considered marriages. The following states now have 


some such law requiring advance notice: All the 
New England States, five days; New Jersey, three days; 
Delaware, four days for non-residents, and one day for 
residents; Wisconsin, five days; Nebraska, ten days. 


CHILD-SUICIDES 

Dr. Frederick Hoffman, the eminent statistician, 
says the general suicide rate “normal.” Although 
varies from year year and very much different 
communities, seems average about per 100,000 
population. There has recently been marked in- 
crease the rate among well-to-do and highly educated, 
and, strangest all, among children. regard 
suicide among children Dr. Hoffman “The Specta- 
says: 

the number morbid children 
increasing. Our processes education, our changed 
conditions home life, our confused environment all 
tend high rate self-destruction, but the Regis- 
tration States, including about per cent. our popu- 
lation, and for the three years, 1920, 1921, and 1922, 
there occurred one death from suicide among children 
ages 5-9; 121 deaths from suicide ages 10-14, and 
962 deaths from suicide ages 15-19. 

1923 the rate for all ages reached 50.5 per 100,000 
population San Diego, California, which one the 
highest figures record for community consider- 
able size this country. eight thirteen cities with 
excessive suicide rates are located the Pacific Coast, 
the presumption that suicide occurs more frequently 
under lowering skies and depressingly humid atmos- 
phere seems contrary fact.”

But 
never brings home. the candy shop where the 
boys gather—that’s the trouble. William only fifteen, 
but big and strong—and won’t listen his 
father.

Others 
had already stepped into the work-a-day world. With 
long trousers and pocket-money their own, these boys 
were too grown indulge the childish pursuits 
their grammar school days. Yet they were only ‘kids’ 
their older brothers and sisters. Drifting, wasting 
their free time, they were the age when little push 
one way another might determine the course the 
rest their lives. 
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could these boys gotten out the candy 
shop into more wholesome atmosphere? What could 
done transform this crowd wasteful idlers into 
organized group with healthy activities and fine 
ideals? This was the problem the Juvenile Protective 
Association put itself. 

“The section which these boys live not one 
which recreation facilities are abundant. Inquiry 
revealed that the neizhborhood churches had 
ties—or else room for new group. The schools were 
then canvassed. One school had splendid ‘gym’ avail- 
able. However, the charge for keeping the building 
open for single group seemed prohibitive. Not 
discouraged, the Juvenile Protective Association en- 


listed the interest other agencies. was finally 


successful having Community Service worker 
undertake the active supervision the group. 

“The ‘candy shop gang’ now real boys’ club. 
Basketball, which was unknown game most the 
boys few months ago, now their chief sport. And 
you want know where the boys’ extra money goes 
you will have see the club treasurer. for the 
candy shop itself, you pass evening you will 
find quite deserted.

WARNING FIGURES 


Health propaganda, education, has been carried 
vigorously late years that glimpse the prob- 
lem that remains interest. Particularly when 
appears that health factors are present large numbers 
the cases which come the care welfare agencies. 
And not only this interest such agencies, but 
children’s agencies well, since the children who come 
them for care are drawn great measure from the 
same group that the family agencies deal with. The 
families are not the same, but the group less 
the same one. 

year ago Mr. Bailey Burritt, the New York 
spoke the National Conference the 
presence disease poverty cases. From the records 
this Society appeared that between one-third and 
one-half all the relief money expended went fami- 
lies which tuberculosis had considerable hold. 
Dependent widows aided this Society per cent. 
the cases lost their husbands tuberculosis. the 
last Annual Report the New York C.O.S. appears 
that tuberculosis, paralysis crippled condition, 
venereal disease undernourishment appeared 
per cent. their 1923 cases. After careful study this 


Society states that per cent. the families aided 
venereal disease was known factor, and estimates 
that was present many others. Again, after study 
reports that feeblemindedness was factor per 
cent. per cent. the families worked with and 
that was suspected more. Other mental 
diseases totaled per cent, known reasonably sus- 
pected. 

The stock, then, from which many children come 
children’s agencies and institutions thus rather likely 
below par. there any possible excuse then for 
the society that does not take adequate precautions 
know what getting the way children, that 
does not expend real money and effort put what 
has into first-class shape? Yet know certain 
societies where family history not carefully gathered 
and where physical examination does not extend be- 
low the waist line above the chin. Diseased parents 
and bad living can contribute much that does not show 
itself this restricted area. also have heard much 
about the “unplaceable” child, various his types may 
be, and there are few organizations that are not cherish- 
ing one more whom they call this name. sub- 
mit that only those can properly use this term idea 
who take every precaution before accepting children 
know what they are accepting and who then use all the 
devices modern pediatrics improve what they have 
and put the children the way being healthy men 
and women. 

This not easy, witness the figures resulting from 
four year effort get certain group institutions 
give more adequate pediatric service. The first year 
only per cent. all the children these institu- 
tions could rated entirely satisfactory physically; 
after four years effort this figure rose per cent., 
surely not overwhelming improvement. the 
matter nutrition the same institutions the figures 
show that per cent. were satisfactorily nourished and 
good condition the first year; four years later this 
number was per cent. How much effort was expended 
children who had been too long neglected, whose 
poor inheritance defects arising from neglect had 
made treatment difficult and prolonged and kept the 
improvement per cent. the general group down 
not know; but venture direct attention the 
above figures from quite different sources, because they 
all constitute warning and reasons for careful medical 
and mental work. Good health work not yet uni- 
versal.—C.

Community Program for the Unmarried Mother 
and Her Child just published the Milwaukee Con- 
ference the Foreword outlined its pur- 
pose follows: 


working out program the Conference has con- 
sidered public health and child welfare 
problem rather than problem delinquency. 
has had mind that caring for the unmarried mother 
and her child one the most delicate, intimate prob- 
lems social work; that specialized service which 
should attempted only those who are especially 
equipped through training and experience; 
that should guarded against publicity and yet 
should handled such way that the rights the 
child will safeguarded and the illegitimate parents, 
through meeting their responsibilities and making 
sacrifices, may come out the experience not weakened 
and demoralized but strengthened character and en- 
couraged resume their places society.

The most valuable work the Cleveland Conference 
during the past year was that the group which made 
the study adoptions Cuyahoga County from July 
1922, June 30, 1923. final report this was 
given the April meeting. During the period studied, 
$11 adoptions involving 339 children were consum- 
mated. Sixty-six these cases were intensively studied. 
The group prepared schedule for this study and read 
the records all the social agencies whom the fami- 
lies and foster families were known. the sixty-six 
cases, twenty-three, one-third, were children un- 
married parents. Violations the laws governing 
adoptions were found. result the 
tions the Probate Court has availed itself the services 
social agencies and the agencies have looked into 
their methods procedure—both which has resulted 
the benefit the parents and children concerned. 

Because the enlargement the General Confer- 
ence, which made impossible the discussion prob- 
lem cases, Staff Workers’ Case Conference Group was 
organized. from the Child-caring 
agencies, the Maternity Homes and Hospitals, the 
Juvenile Court, family welfare agencies and the Welfare 
Federation composed this group which met every three
